Britain and Egypt. 


The Prime Minister's assurances con- 
cerning Egypt will do much to allay 
the anxiety which was caused some days 
ago by an announcement in the London 
Press. Domestic affairs have been in such 
a critical state during the past six months 
that the public had almost forgotten the 
existence of the Egyptian Conference. Yet 
Adly Pasha has been in London for several 
months and, with the Marquis Curzon, 
has been exploring the complexities of the 
Egyptian problem with a view to the dis- 
covery of a formula which shall settle 
Egypt's future status once And for all. At 
the beginning of thé present week the 
English newspapers announced that a 
satisfactory formula had been found and 
that a treaty had been drafted between 
Britain and Egypt, conceding to the latter 
country virtually all the demands of her 
Nationalist Party. In other words, the 
public learnt that Egypt had secured inde- 
pendence. Yesterday Mr. Lloyd George 
gave an e:iphatic denial to this statement. 
He said that the negotiations with Adly 
Pasha were still in progress, that Britain 
had not surrendered her authority in 
Egypt ; and he promised the House that no 
change would be made in the relations 
between Britain and her Protectorate until 
Parliament should have been given an 
adequate opportunity of discussing the 
whole affair. There is little doubt, how- 
ever, that, while no irrevocable steps have

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An independent ‘Egypt is impossible. 
Last year’s riots in-Alexandria proved that 
the Egyptians are not yet fit to assume all 
the responsibilities of a sovereign status, 
and the action of the American, Italian, 
and Greek Ministers, who wanted to bring 
their warships to the harbour, must have 
convinced the most ardent friend of 
Egyptian Nationalism that, if the British 
Army were withdrawn, some other nation 
quickly would take possession of the 
country. Large foreign. colonies, other 
than British, reside in Cairo and Alex- 
andria, and there is not a State in 
Christendom that would entrust its 
nationals to the tender mercies of native 
law. In the old days, when Egypt was a 
Turkish province, British influence, 
exercised by men like Kitchener and 
Lord Cromer, saved the country from 
chaos. It was declared a British pro- 
tectorate under stress of war, as none but 
a nation of lunatics could have risked the 
safety of the Suez Canal. Britain, how- 
ever, never had the slightest intention of 
annexing Egypt, although she might have 
claimed it as a prize of war. She offered 
the Egyptians the fullest measure of local 
autonomy and the recommendations of the 
Milner Report were remarkably generous ; 
but there can be no question of an 
Egyptian Republic. The Suez Canal 
cannot be held with safety unless Britain 
has a pied á terre in Cairo. If the Suez 
Canal is imperilled, the whole Empire will 
share its fate. Therefore, the retention 
of Egypt within the British group of 
nations is essential to the future existence 
of the Commonwealth. The perfervid 
orations of JZaghlul Pasha and his 
dervishes. cannot change that paramount 
fact. Egypt can have as much as she 
wants up to a certain limit~ but beyond 
that limit no British Government can dare 
to go: 

The British connection has been the 
making of Egypt. British brains and 
money have transformed it from a barren 
waste into a prosperous country, and its 
wealth has increased and multiplied since 
the day when Kitchener threw the body 
of the Mahdi into the Nile. Zaghlul may 
call on the pyramids to bear witness to 
Egypt's former glories, but Britain built 
the dam at Assouan. Without Britain 
Egypt could not maintain herself as a 
State for a twelvemonth. Apart altogether 
from the chances of ita seizure by some 
European Power, or by the Turks, the 
hardy Soudanese would make short work 
of their degenerate neighbours. At present 
the British Army is the only barrier 
between the dervishes’ knives and the 
throats of the fellaheen, and, if Britain 
abandons Egypt, she will have no further 
business in the Soudan. Of course, the 
prophets of “telfi-determination’’ will 
argue that, if the Egyptians want 
sovereign independence, they must get it ; 
but it is high time that the destinies of 
mankind should be unchained from this 
phrase of ill-repute. Most of Europe s 
troubles to-day are due to an attempt to 
solve every problem by the rigid applica- 
tion of a formula which was invented by 
Trotsky as a weapon against 
society.

“ Seli-determination”’ is an ex- 
cellent thing in its proper place: but its 
proper place,is not a country like Egypt, 
where the vast majority of the inhabitants 
has yet to learn the rudiments of civilisa- 
tion and is as ignorant of the principles 
of democracy as the population of the 
Solomon Islands. Common-sense must be 
the touchstone of the Government's treaty 
with Egypt, and common-sense demands 
that the Par Britannica shall be main- 
tained in the valley of the Nile. Egypt 
deserves, and must have, complete freedom 
in her local affairs; but anything in the 
natire of political independence would be 
her undoing. 


The New Archbishop. 


We offer our welcome and congratula- 
tion to the new Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, who yesterday took” 
canonical possession of his See. The Most 
Reverend Dr. Byrne assumes his high 
office with the good-will and resnect of all 
classes of the citizens. Those of his own 
great communion know him best, but to 
the others he is no stranger. His whole 
life has been spent in Dublin, and his 
pride in his native city glows through his 
reply to the Corporation's address. Good 
men of all creeds feel that his experience, 
sympathy, and breadth of view will be 
powerful allies in the fight against condi- 
tions that mar Dublin’s spiritual and 
social life. .The new Archbishop's brief 
reference to the housing problem yester- 
day was especially sound and encouraging. 
In recent years the division of Dublin’s 
thought and energy into opposing camps 
has put a lamentable drag on civic pro- 
gress. Our slums, our appalling rate of 
infantile mortality, our industrial strife 
are, in a sense, monuments to the lack of 
a common spirit of service. We venture 
to hope that Dr. Byrne's personality and 
laLours will foster such a spirit. He will 
find citizens of every creed more than 
anxious to co-operate with him in the task 
of making Dublin a better capital and a 
happier home. 


Air Services. 

In the House of Lords yesterday Lord 
Gorell made the welcome announcement 
that the Government had taken definite 
steps to encourage the development of com- 
mercial. flying. The Air Ministry, has 
entered into negotiations with a British 
firm, and it is hoped that three new ser- 
vices will be established between London 
and Paris and London and Brussels. In 
the meanwhile the two British firms that 
are operating between the English and 
French capitals have agreed to continue 
their services on the financial basis that 
was arranged some time ago. France, 
America, Italy, and even Germany all 
subsidise their aviation enterprises, with 
the result that the use of aerial transport 
has develoved far more rapidly in these 
countries than in the British Isles. Three 


- years ago Britain was supreme in the air. 


For speed and stability her machines 
could not be equalled, and she had 
hundreds of highly-skilled pilots who were 
waiting to apply the experience that they 
had gained in the war to the needs of 
peace. Now she has lost that supremacy 
and will have some difficulty in regain- 
ing it. 


Cheque-Paid Bets. 

The Lord Chancellor of England gave 
the distressed bookmakers a “ straight 
tip’ yesterday when he was, questioned 
alout his decision in the ease of Briggs v. 
Sutters. His sympathy was with the book- 
makers; but he doubted whether Parlia- 
ment would «have either :thé® timedr the 


been taken, the prospects of an agreed inclination to pass new legislation, Never- 
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judgment applies to all cheque-paid 
bets of the last six years, and anybody 
who has paid his racing losses by 
cheque may now enter an action for 
recovery. The executors of estates and 
trustees in bankruptcy may be compelled 
to institute proceedings in order to make 
bookmakers disgorge a large proportion of 
their winnings. No question of ethics is 
involved. The Law Lords agreed that 
when bets were paid in cash or in bank 
notes there could be no action for recovery. 
Consequently, if the judgment were 
allowed to stand, it would mean that there 
would be one law for the man who pos. 
sessed a cheque book and another for the 
humbler person who tendered his modest 
half-crown to the bookmaker. 


Receivers. 


Mr. Justice Samuels dealt with two 
serious matters at the Dublin Commission 
yesterday—the frequency of moter acci- 
dents and the increase of burglary. For 
the safety of the streets the co-operation 
of police and public is necessary. Traffic 
regulations ought to be strict, sensible, 
and simple,-and disregard of them ought 
to get no mercy from the law. The in- 
crease of burgiary is a more troublesome 
problem, and Myr. Justice Samuels calls 
attention to an aspect of it which the 
public is apt to overlook. - Pointing out 
that burglars cannot operate without the 
help of receivers, he concludes that there 
must be “a very efficient gang of re- 
ceivers’’ in Dublin, as well as a cross- 
Channel traffic in plunder. It is not a 
pleasant thought that, in the Judge's 
further phrase, Dublin may be harbouring 
“a university for crime '—a place where 
Irish Fagins indoctrinate their pupils in 
the arts of lock-picking, safe-breaking, and 
‘getting away with the swag.’ . The re- 
ceiver is the real source of the epidemic, 
and the citizens will be anxious to learn 
that the police are taking all possible 
steps to track him to his lair.

OBITUARY. 
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SIR W. DEANE WILSON. 


Th: death took ‘place recently at his resi- 
dence, Moorside, Westfield, Sussex, of Surgeon- 
General Sir William Deane Wilson, K.C .G., 

B.,. L.R.C.8.1. The late General Wilson, 
who was a son of Mr. Deane Wilson, of 
Rathdowney, Queen's County, was in his 79th 
year. Early im his career he devoted himself 
to medicine, and entered the Army in 1867. He 
saw a good deal of foreign service, being en- 
gaged in the Afghan war, 1878-80, and the 
Egyptian expedition, 1882-84, being awarded 
medals for his services. Displaying remarkable. 
gallantry and resource in the battles of Teb 
and Tamei in the Sudan campaign, he was 
mentioned in despatches and promoted Surgeon- 
Major, ranking as: Lieutenant-Colonel. 

In the South African war, 1899-1902, he 
served as principal medical officer to the forces 
and took part on the advance on Kimberley 
and most of the operations in the Transvaal. 
the Or Riyer and Cape. Colonies.. Sir 
Wilham Wilson was three times mentioned in 
despatches for his valour in that campaign, and 
was awarded the Queen's medal, to which were 
added three clasps, and the King’s medal, two 
clasns. He was created a Knight Commander 
of St. Michac! and St. George in 1900.

Even nowadays, as you 
walk about the streets of Seville or Granada, 
you are struck by the number of people you see 
with all the “Moorish characteristics. Many a 
young Spaniard passes by with the bronzed 
complexion, flashing eyes, and eensual lips of 
an Abencerraje.

The history of Morocco has always been an 
echo of Spanish history, and there always has 
been interchange between the ples of the 
two countries. The Mohammedan hero of old 
was called by the Arabic name of Muza, and 
then he added the Spanish name Lope. And 
Muza-ben-Lope, subject of the Califate of 
Cordoba and in the service of the King of 
Zaragoza, spent half his life fighting by the 
side of the Mussulman against the Christians, 
and the other half on the side of the Christians 
against the Muesulman. Then: the Christian 
hero of Spain was baptized by the people vith 
the Arabic name, Cid, and with the Castillan 
name, Campeador, and spent half his life under 
the Christian banner of the King of Castile, 
and the other half of his life, after his quarrel 
with Alphonso VI.. he spent fighting for the 
Moorish King of Seville. 

Thus the history of Morocco corresponds 
always with the history of Spain, and one 
might call the Emir Almanzor a prophet, who, 
in the twelfth century, raised two corresponding 
Giraldas, one just across the Straite in Morocco, 
the other in the city of Seville, as if he had 
desired to leave these divine twins of architec- 
ture as an everlasting testimony to that 
fraternity of the two races. 

Another proof that the Moors in Africa re- 
member their descent from Spanish ancestors is 
that they in many cases possess the old keys 
of their houses in Granada; even to-day the 
inhabitants of Fez call themselves Andaluces. 
They never forget that their forefathers came 
from Granada. Therefore, one can under- 
stand that this war at Melilla is like a civil 
war; the Moore want to approach nearer to 
Spain—the Spanish are on the defensive, and 
their lack of enthusiaem can be understood.

ALTERNATIVE. TO A SUBSIDY. 


(BY SIR CHARLES MACARA,) 

As I have said in my recent Recollections, 
I have a high opinion of Mr. Frank Hodges. 
He is full of sound common-sense to such a de- 
gree that I cannot discover the motive which 
has led him to suggest that the price of coal 
should be artificially reduced by the granting 
of a subsidy to meet profits and transport costs, 
so as to enable a sale at Ws. per ton. A sum 
of eight or tén million pounds has been men- 
tioned; this, Í believe, could not meet the de- 
mands on it for more than a few weeks. It is 
only a subsidy, such as that which was granted 
on the settlement of the last stoppage, which 
was to give the coal industry a chance of right- 
ing itself. That the subsidy has not given this 
chance is proved by the fact that still another 
subsidy is suggested; experience indicates no 
new reason why a further subsidy should have 
any more effect than the first.

The plain truth is that there can be no 
general revival until there is a realisation of 
facts. Costs are too high, and the remedy can 
only lie in a reduction of costs, in the coal 
industry as in other industries. This does not 
mean that there must be a reduction in wages. 
Wage costs are relative to production; a man 
drawing, a high wage may be showing a lower 
wage cost than a man drawing a low wage, for 


| the reason that the highly-paid man may he 


producing more in the same time than the 
lower-paid man. The secret of the maintenance 
of wages and reduction of costs is in the pro- 
duction of more with the same wage and oles 
charges. 

It is widely known that I was against the 
drastic cuts first proposed. by the coal-owners 
during the last stoppage; I am equally de- 
sirous now of helping to prevent further reduc- 
tions. In this spirit I would suggest to the 
Miners’ Federation that they would do well to 
consider the temporary re-introduction of the 
eight-hour day, though as a matter of principle 
I am strongly in favour of shorter working 
hours, and this proposal must be considered as 
a temporary one, only as a better method of 
dealing with the’ existing situation than a 
further subsidy, which, as a tax on industry, is 
handicapping us, the greatest exporting nation in 
the world. High-priced coal, as everyone knows, 
not only affects the coal trade itself, but all 
industries are seriously prejudiced. 

> * * > * > +. 

The eight-hour day would emable coal to be 
produced in greater quantities, if owners and 
men collaborate, at the same total cost as is 
now borne by the industry, each ton of ceal 
being, therefore, reduced in cost. It would 
have a more permanent effect than any subsidy 
—a scheme to which many - unwillingly gave 
their approval in the hope that there would be 
settlement and .renewed activity in the coal in- 
dustry; 1t would enable other industries to pur- 
chase at a cost, that would help them to arrive 
by degrees at a point where all in common 
would say “Full steam ahead”; there would be 
an effect re-acting throughout all trades: and 
as other trades developed full power, their pro- 
gress would be most strongly felt by the coal 
trade, on which they all, in varying degrees, 
depend. Self-help has been the watchword of 
our people for centuries; self-help alone can now 
pull us out of our difficulties.

ACTIONS OF SINN FEIN 
COURTS. 


aS TINE 


Many of the Irish questions in the Com- 
mons yesterday related to the holding of 
Sinn Fein Courts, the landing of arms, and 
other alleged breaches of the truce. 

Sir John Butcher asked the Chief Secretary 
whether his attention had been called to the 
printed orders issued this year by Dail Eireann 
for the constitution, jurisdiction, and working 
of Republican courts in Ireland, to supersede 
the High Court of Justice, the County Courts, 
and the Petty Sessions ? 

Sir H. Greenwood—My attention has been 
drawn to the document referred to. The num- 
ber of reports which the police have received 
is 94. I am not in a position to give the House 
any information as to the procedure of these 
so-called courts. Strong representations have 
been made to Sinn Fein in the matter. In the 
most recent case brought to my notice I gave 
the House an assurance. that the court 
summoned to meet at Mullingar would not be 
held. The action taken on that occasion will 
be repeated, if necessary. 

Sir John Buicher— By the printed document 
issued by the Irish Republic, as to the constitu- 
tion of these courts, the code of law laid down 
to be administered by these courts is entirely 
different from the British courts. Are the 
Government aware of that ? 

ir H. Greenwood—I have no knowledge of 
that, but I will inquire into the matter. 

Mr. Marriott—Have the Government tolerated 
the holding of these courts in defiance of the 
King’s Courts and the King’s law ? 

Sir H. Greenwood—The Government have not 
tolerated, and do not intend to tolerate, the 
holding of these courts, and when I became 
Chief Secretary orders were given to the police 
to disperse these courts; they were dispersed. 
During the period of the truce, to gs the 
police to disperse these courts would mean the 
shedding of blood. I do not feel justified in 
dispersing these courts in that way. 

Lieutenant Commander Kenworthy—Did the 
right hon. gentleman not state in this. House, 
before the truce; that in many cases these 
courts had done good work in. settling local 
disputes, and is the whole of this work to be 
thrown aside, which is the’ only means of pro- 
tecting the property of Unionist, landowners. 
(Cries of “ oh, oh.”) 


SCATTERED AND ARRESTED. 

Sir John Butcher asked whether any persons 
had been brought to justice, either before or 
since the truce, for taking part in these 
illegalities ? . 

Su H. Greenwood—Before the truce ruishers 
of persons were arrested, and a larger .umber 
were dispersed for holding these courts. ‘The 
procedure has since been to set up a number of 
liaison officers on the Sinn Fein side and a 
number representing, the Government. it was 
impossible during a period of truce to use 
the same methods of torce. which would be 
justified during a périod of rebellion. 

Qolonel Page ‘Croft—Does that mean that 
because the truce is in existence the Eing's 
writ no longer runs in Ireland? 

Sir H. Greenwood—More Courts of His 
Majcsty ean now sit-in Ireland than have Leen 
able to sit for years past, and the »usiness of 
these courts is gomg much better than I ez- 
pected it would during this period. 

Captain Craig—Is it possible to conceive of 
these courts being held without interfering with 
private property,and is not that a direct breach 
of the truce? . 

Sir H. Greenwood—Of coure, if anybody in 
these courts, or out of them, attempts to inter- 
fere with Government or private property, or 
private persons, the Government will give the 
owners of the property and these persons every 
reasonable protection. My own view is that 
there is less interference with Government and 
private property since the truce than there was 
before the truce.

SEARCHES FOR ARMS. 
——— ~~) - — 
INACTIVITY DENIED. 

Su John Butcher asked the Chief Secretary 
on what date, and by whose instructions, the 
Auxiliary Police who were employed in searcir 
ing for arms and munitions on ships arriving at 
Irish ports were. withdrawn, and when these 
police commenced again to operate in these 
ports, and what number of Thomsen machine 
—_ and other arms had been imported into 
reland during the truce íor the use of the 
irish Republican Army. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood—The i ror of ships 


by Auxiliary police at six Irish po was sus- 
pended on July 11. when the truce came into 
operation. Owing to rumours of the continued 
importation of arms it was resumed on Septem- 
ber 18. This step was taken by the direction of 
the Government. The search of vessels by the 
Customs was continued without intermission, 
and is still going on. The Government has no 
knowledge of any landing of arms having been 
successful durihg the truce. The last part of 
the question, ‘therefore, does not arise. 

Asked by Colonel Sir C. Yate whether his 
attention had been called to the allegation that 
officers in the West of Ireland reported that 
arms were being landed, and were informed in 
reply that to interfere with the landing of arms 
would be a breach of the truce, Sir Hamar 
Greenwood said that his attention had been 
called to the allegations, and he adhered to tne 
statement which he mace in the House last 
Thursday. There was nothing in their instruc- 
tions to debar the police from taking immediate 
action in the ordinary course of their duty on 
receipt of information of any attempts on the 
part of Sinn Fein to import arms in contraven- 
tion of ,the truce. The suggestion that the

THREATS TO CLAIMANTS. 


Colonel Newman asked the Chief Secretary 
whether his atgention had been called to a 
proclamation issned by the Republican Minister 
for Local Government, addressed to all holders 
of decrees for malicious injury awarded in 
“enemy courts, warning them that they 
would be proceeded against with all the forces 
at the disposal of the Republican Party should 
they take steps to receive payment of the 
amounts awarded. 

Sir Hamar Greenwood, in referring the hon. 
member to his answer to the previous question, 
added, that if Colonel Newman had a specific 
ease he should place the facts before the Irish 
Office, and it would,be dealt with. 

Mr. Moles—lIs the right hon. gentleman aware 
that a workhouse, within the last twenty-four 
hours, was seized, and over 100 men quartered 
In it? ‘ 

The Speaker—Notice must be given of a 
specific case of that kind. 

Sir Hamar Greenwool, in reply to Colonel 
Page Croft. said he had no information of any 
cases where loyal citizens in Ireland had, since 
the truce, been threatened with death unless 
they left the country. If the hon. and gallant 
gentleman had such. information he would be 
glud to receive it.

The Sudan Government has issued a com- 
muniqué referring to the attack on September 
26 last on the British post of Nyala, in Southern 
Darfur, by a party of insurgents under 
Abdullahi el Soghayer, who has since been 
captured. i 

The communiqué says that the buildings were 
Put into a state of defence, as an attack was 
anticipated. Later 5,000 insurgents attacked 
under nine flags, and by sheer weight of ‘num- 
bers, in spite of severe casualties from rifle fire, 
penetrated the defences on the northern side. 

Captain Chown, R.A.V.C., died fighting within 
the Sidenaen and Mr. McNeill was killed while 
rallying the troops. and the police force. 
Civilian employés were armed and assisted in 
the defence. After the death of Mr. McNeill, 
Captain Rizte, commanding the force of mounted 
infantry, with Lieutenant Zein, ecounter- 
attacked the insurgents in the rear, and drove 
the enemy from the fort, which was immediately 
reoccupied. 

The insurgents then delivered a second at- 
tack, led by Abdullahi el Soghayer, who ad- 
vanced to within 30 yards of the defences, when 
he was wounded and carried off the field by his 
followérs. Their retreat was harried by Arab 
friendlies. K 

The success of the stand made by a mere 
handful of the Western Arab Corps, provincial 
police, and warders against such overwhelming 
odds is sufficient proof of the gallantry displayed 
by all ranks, while the defence owed much to 
the magnificent example of bravery displayed by 
Mr. McNeill and Captain Chown. 

It, was the coolness and resource of Captain 
Rizte and Lieutenant Zein which subsequently 
retrieved the gituation at the most critical 
‘moment, 

Six hundred enemy dead were counted, and it 
is believed that his total casualties were con- 
siderably more.

It is difficult to associate the Tchaikovsky of 
the trio heard yesterday afternoon at It. 
Ultan’s chamber music concert, in 5 Leiuster 
street, Dublin, with the blatant hyeteria of the 
“1812” Overture, which, nevertheless, seems to 
be accepted as his sure passport to popular 
favour. The trio epitomises the more worthy 
and lasting characteristics of this composer—if 
that culled from so many sources can be called 
characteristic. It is this quality of eclecticism, 
as opposed to tradition and nationalism, that 


| other Russian composers so bitterly resented, 


but it made much real music intelligible to the 
rest of the world. 

In the trio Tchaikoveky’s mastery of orches- 
tral sense can be seen in the claboration 
of the three parts, and the imtricaey of their 
interweaving; his themes and his time not 
ultra-sentimental, but as plaintive and appea! 
ing as ever; and his liking for sensational effect 
in the curious pointings for the strings and 
the simple heavy bass of the piano finale. The 
work is extremely exacting, ind its perform- 
ance yesterday was hig creditable. The 
piano, when solus, gave many instances of ex- 
ceptionally fine phrasing, individual, but always 
justified, while an exquisite nicety of touch sur- 
mounted obvious difficulties in the way of com- 
pletely good tone. One noticed in the strings, 
notably the ‘cello, that the constant thematic 
material was brought out with an artistic vocal 
sense, and all technical embroidery kept in the 
background. This was especially so in the 
movements ' Moderato Assai’”’ and “ Tema con 
Variazioni.” In the first-named the violin was 
delightfully lucid. In the third movement the 
variazioni passages are too prolix, and, buí for 
the interest of their performance, incline to be 
tiresome. But tie work as a whole, or rather, 
as edited, was a study of great value, and 
caused considerable digcussion amongst the 
large audience present. 

The singer was Madame Bannard Cogley, who 
sang several Verlaine poems, set by Hahn. 
Her timbre of voice suited the gentle poetry of 
the words, and was the more pleasing in that 
she did not strive after. exaggerated effect.

MR. BOTTOMLEY’S DEFENCE 


ALLEGED OFFER OF AN APOLOGY. 

After having lasted for two and a half davya, 
Mr. Bottomley’s cross-examination in his eri- 
minal libel case against Reuben Bigland con- 
cluded yesterday afternoon.

Mr. Bottomley had refused, and Bigland, 
showing witness a copy of a pamphlet, sug¢- 
gested that he should tell Mr. Bottomley to let 
him have £60,000, or he would publish the 
pamphlet broadcast. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that at the 
invitation of Mr. Houston he met Bigland at 
the Metropole on October- 10, when. in the 
course of conversation, the latter said that he 
wéuld be glad to be out of the case. 

The witness sad that he was gure 
that Mr. Bottomley would insist on 
going into the box to refute the charges on 
the samphiet, and that the witness would 
endeavour to persuade him to accept. an 


apology. 
The witness added :— “' I said there are a few 
points which must be cleared up. I had made 


a note of them, and I read the points to him.” 
On the following evening Bigland telephoned 
that he had decided that he could do nothing 
further. ° 
Cross-examined, the witness said that on 
October 5 Houston told him that he thought 
Bigland would apologise. The witness went to 
see Mr. Bottomley, and pleaded with him te 
accept the apology if it was offered. 

He said that if he did agree there were cer 
tain points which would have to be cleared up. 
and he wrote then oma piece of paper. Later 
Mr. Bottomley telephoned that he was deter- 
mined to fight the case. When the matter fell 
through the witness tore up the paper. 
Replying to the magistrate, the witness said 
that the idea was that Bigland should ask the 
questions of Mr. Bottomley. 

The Magistrate— This evidence Is very res 
markable, and of an extraordinary character. 
It will obviously lead to a good deal of ine 
vestigation. 

The case was adjourned until next Wednesx 
day.

THE MOTOR PERIL. 
"lu 
Mr. Justice Samuels, at the opening of the 
Dublin City Commission in Green street yester- 
day, referred to recent burglaries in the city 
and to tho ease with which the thieves disposed 
of stolen goods. There seemed to be also a sort 


of arrangement across the Channel for making 


“away with large quantities of stolen goods. 
There must be a sort of university for crime in 
which these men graduated. 3 

The Grand Jury’s duties would be light. They 
would have to deal with a group of only three 
cases Against a gang of desperadoes—young 
men who were charged with a series of burglaries 
in which goods to the value of several hundred 
pounds were ‘alleged to have been taken. There 
must be a gang of very efficient receivers in the 
city who were ready to take and dispose of com- 
modities stolen from the shopkeepers. He should 
like to see the police getting to the bottom of 
this matter and catching the receivers, 

MOTOR DRIVERS WARNED. 

At the County Commission Mr. . Justice 
Samuels made special reference to the’ perils of 
reckless motor drivin 

He was glad to find that the number of cases 
for trial was not very heavy—about ten in ail. 

Three persons had been killed by motorists, 
and the drivers of cars were charged with mam 
slaughter. They were very painful cases. 
One related to a boy who was riding his bicycle 
at Carysfort avenue, Blackrock, when he was 
killed by a motor. If the Grand Jury con- 
sidered that there was recklessness or want of 
ordinary precaution they should send the case 
for trial. If they considered that there was 
reasonable care taken by the driver to avoid 
the accident, then it would be -their duty to 
throw out the bill. In the second case a tram 
conductor who was changing the trolley at 
Merrion Gates was run into and killed by a 
motor. It was a case of great gravity. 

The third case was at Morehampton road, 
where Mr. George D. Burtchaell, a very dis- 
tinguished Irishman, was crossing the road to 

Is house when he was struck down by a motor 
and killed. He was a gentleman of great ability 
and attainments, and possibly. there was no one 
in the United Kingdom who had a greater know- 
ledge of the particular subject to which he 
devoted his talents. Mr. Burtchaell’s knowledge 
of branches of antiquarian research was practi- 
eally unrivalled, and his great historical know- 
ledge was frequently of value in the House of 

ords. s 

Mr. Burtchaeil was knocked down in broad 
daylight on an August evening, as the two 
other persons he ied mentioned were knocked 
down in daylight. They would recollect that it 
was only a few evenings before the fatality 
which cut off Mr. Burtchaell’s career of useful. 
ness that Lady Glynn was knocked down by a 
motor car at Ailesbury road. 

JUDGES. EXPERIENCE. 

Any judge presiding at Nisi Prius for the last 
two years was quite aware of the enormous and 
increasing number of cases in which accidents 
involving death, maiming, or life-lon injuries 
‘ame before the court on the civil side for the 
assessment of damages. It was essential for the 
safety of the community that greater control 
should be exercised by_the drivers of motors in 
the city and county. He was glad to say that 
recently endeavours had been made by the 
Metropolitan Police to see that traffic was better 
regulated, but it would probably be some time 
before they got that command of the traffic 
which prevai in places like London and 

iasg Aw. : 

The rushing of motor vehicles through the 
city was of a very terrifying character, and not 
only motor cars and lorries, but also a very 
dangerous. vehicle—the motor bicycle. It was 
necessary that the drivers of these vehicles 


should know that they might be guilty of | 


murder if the conduct of their vehicles was reck- 
less. Proper care and precaution must be exer- 
cised by persons in charge of any class of 
vehicle. He hoped that there would he a reduc- 
tion in the number of cases in Dublin, having 
regard to the traffic regulations, and that drivers 
of vehicles would rethnember their duty. Havin 
regard to the traffic in London, he doubted i 
the number of deaths there was anything in 
proportion to what arose from traffic recently in 
Dublin. Motor drivers should -esereise care from 
a humanitarian standpoint as well as from a 
sense of law and duty. 

ROBSERY UNDER ARMS. 

Referring to a case of the robbery under arms 
of a bank manager near Balbriggan, his lord- 
ship said that there had been too much of this 
sort of crime. There were two charges of bur- 
giary, and in one of these cases, in which it 
Was sought to take a large sum from a farmer, 
one of the men was accidentally shot by the 
discharge of a revolver, whether by himself or 
his companion was not clear.

In the case in which Henry Girton Grantham 
had been returned for trial on a charge of hav- 
ing killed Edward Perry by knocking him down 
while driving a motor car at Carysfort avenue, 
Blackrock, on August 4th, ihe Grand Jury found 
“no bill." : 

BLUEBELL CASE. 

Michael Murray, charged with assaulting and 
causing grievous bodily harm to James Woods at 
the Seventh Lock, Bluebell, Co.. Dublin, by 
stabbing him with a pitchfork, was found not 
guilty, and was discharged, the defence being 
that he acted in self-defence. . 


ROBBERY OF BANK MANAGER. 

A young man, named. John Mor n, pleaded 
guilty te a charge of having on the ist April 
stolen £534 from Mr. Leslie ontgomery, bank 
manager, Balbriggan, by presenting a revolver 
at him. The money was the property of the 
‘Northern Banking Company. 

Mr. C. Friery, solicitor. on behalf of the ac- 
cused, expressed regret for the occurrence, and 
said that the young man -was réespectably con- 
nected. All the money had been returned. 
Accused was put back for sentence. 
DEATH OF MR. BURTCHAELL, 

Frank Norton, motor driver, was char with 
having on the 16th August caused the death of 
Mr. Sac Dames Burtchaell, De uty Ulster 
King-at-Arms, at Morehampton road, on Tues- 
day, August 16th. 

Mr. Carfigan, K.C., who, with Mr. Dudley 
White (instructed by the Crown Solicitor), pro- 
secuted in this and the other cases, said the dc- 
.cused was charged with the manslaughter of an 


' eminent citizen, who lost his life in consequence, 


as they alleged, of unjustifiable and reckless 
Fon of a motor car. “The question of guilt 


depended* on. whether. the accused adopted” a - 


reasonable standard of precaution. 

Mr. O'Connor, for the defence, submitted that 
the accused had used every care and caution, 
and, at most, committed an error of judgment 
in passing the tram on the left side. 

Mr. Carrigan said that there was no excuse in 
this case for violating the traffic regulations. 
Human Fa must be proteeted. 

The ju®y found the accused not guilty, and 
he was discharged, Mr. Justice Samuels cau- 
tioning him to be careful in bis driving in 
future.

These prices, it was pointed out yesterday 
afternoon, are strictly cash. People who were 
given credit for long petiods could not expect 
to get the same terms as those who paid at the 
time of purchase. For credit and delivery an 
extra charge of 1d. a pound was usually made, 
and during control this was allowed by the 
control authority. 

In connection with the price of meat, it is of 
interest to compare the quotations in the 
— cattle market during the past few 
weeks, 

Yesterday there were 6,651 cattle in the 
market, an increase of -592 on the previous 
week's figures. On October 20th the number 
was 6, ; October 13th, 5,532: October 6th, 
4,706, and on September 29th, 4.946. This last 
figure represented a reduction of 1,883. 

The numbers of sheep and lambs, until this 
week's market, showed a stead . 
There were yesterday on offer 8,314, an in- 
crease of 1,422, while the number on October 
20th was 6,892: October 13th, 6,893: October 
6th, 8,152, and on September 29th, 8,143. 
There were 662 more s eep in the previous 
week’s market. 

COMPARATIVE WHOLESALE PRICES. 

The prices of prime cattle at esterday’s 
market were from " to Gls. a hundredweight, 
and occasionally 62s. Most of the stock was 
bought for London. 

For the best cattle the figures were from 
S4s. to 57s. 6d. a hundredweight. ' On October 
20th prime heifers and oxen sold at from 55s. 

6d., and up to 59s. was oy occa- 
sionally for an extra good beast. ‘he figures 
for October 13th were from 54s. to 56s., with 
Te. for exceptional animals, while those for 
October 6th were from 54s. to 56s.

For medium s of eattle- yesterday, for 
which there was an improved local demand,

The Most Rev. Edward J. Byrne, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, took canonical 
possession of his See yesterday. 

The ceremony took pre at the Pro-Cathedral, 
Marlborough street, the thoroughfares adjoining 
which were crowded, and the new Archbishop 
was grected with every manifestation of popu- 
lar rejoicing, 

The mi Mayor, attended by his chaplain 
(Rev. Father Vicholas, O.8.F.C.), and the 
majority of the members of the Dublin Cor- 
poration were present at the ceremonies. i 

The Archbishop, accompanied by his secre- 
taries, arrived. at, the Presbytery- at 2.30 p.m. 
At 2.35 the Cathedral Chapter assembled in the 
Chapter Room, and received the Archbishop, 
who presented to the Dean the Apostolic Letter, 
in which the Pope appoints him Archbishop, and 
Chief Pastor of the Metropolitan Church of 
Dublin. This Apostolic Letter is one of three 
Bulls which the Archbishop receives on his ap- 
pointment. i 

At the conclusion of the reading of the Bull 
there was a procession from the’ resbytery to 
the door of the Pro-Cathedral. The Archbishop, 
vested in cappa magna. assisted by a train. 
bearer, and accompanied by his chaplain, went 
to the door of the church, where he imparted 
his blessing to the people. 

The ceremony in the church consisted of the 
solemn entry of the Archbishop under a canopy, 
which was borne to the steps of the Altar. 
Immediately on arrival at the Altar His Gracc 
knelt jn prayer, while the entire congregation, 


in the Episco al Chair, and the Venerable. 
Chapter indi dually did him obeisance. The 
veremony concluded with the Benediction. 

There were upwards of 500 clergy present 
during the ceremony.

MOTOR TRAFFIC, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIT TIMES. 


Str,—Now that so much attention is drawn 
to motor traffic, might an old motorist be per- 
mitted to make a few remarks? _, Have those 
who refer to the “ appalling speed of 18 miles 
an hour ever observed the traffic in London, 
Paris, or New York? If not, it would be an 
education for them. Dublin traffic 1s a snail's 
crawl as compared with those cities, yet it is 
easier and safer to drive through any of them 


than through Dublin. 


Why is no attention paid to horse-drawn 
vehisiee? They rarely keep to the left side and 
prefer to hold the jeft-hand tram Kine or crown 
of the road, thus forcing the faster traffic to 
slow down or pass them on the wrong side. 
Further, they invariably cut corners on the 
wrong side and are a constant source of danger 
to the motorist.

Str,—My attention has been drawn to a case’ 
where a member of the public has accepted a 
payment, from: an ex-Service man, or a de- 
pendent of an ex-Service man, for letters 
written to thy Department in respect af his 
pension. Every care is taken by my Depart- 
ment to ensure that all letters and communica- 
tions from ex-Service men and their dependents 
are promptly and sympathetically dealt with. 
Applicants, if in difficulty, should, in the firet 
instance, communicate with their nearest War 
Pensions Committee, which is the official 
organisation of the Minfstry of Pensions. The 
ex-Service men’s associations also are always 
‘ready and anxious to proteet the interests of 
their members in every way. Should an ap- 
plicant not be in touch with any of the fore- 
going, the various charitable societies who look 
after the interests of the ex-Service men are, I 
know, ready to be of all possible help. 


I need hardly say that neither the ex-Service 


men's associations nor the charitable societies 
would think of accepting any payment. I know 
also that the very large majority of the public 
would not think of accepting or looking for- fee 
or reward under such circumstances: but I am 
satisfied that cases do exist where ex-Service 
men, without full kn¢wledge, appear to think 
that payment for such services may benefit 
them. I am anxious to make it as widely known 
as possible that ex-Service men are very unwise 
in making any such payments, and that I am 
not prepared to enter into correspondence with 


ople who accept money from the men whom it 


is our duty to protect and aseist in every way.—
